THE FORTIFICATIONS. 

The Impregnablliiy of the front of this 
stronghold is an old story, to which onr mili- 
tary authorities seem to !iiv« given credence. 
Our gunboats have been repulsed time snd 

again, and the impossibility of landing troops 
under th* fire of the tremendous batteries 

along the river has been admitted. While wc 
all knew that Vicksburg presented anch a for 
midab'e front, I think few had any idea of tbe 
strength or character of the defensive works 
in the rear <»f the town. Judging from the 
fortifications row before us, it is safe to say 
that the rebels anticipated General Grant's 
movements so ! .r as attacking from the rear 
is concerned. The works look old and grass- 
grown, which shows that they were not com- 
menced since our success'ul running of the 
tb ry gauntlet on the Mississippi. 

The fort'flcations in the rear of Vicksburg 
form a semicircle around the city, both right 
and left, extendirg to the Mississippi, and 
resting on it, Tbey form a continuous chain 
of forts, at an everage interval of eight hun- 
dred yards, for a distance of at least seven 
miles. The breast work'* also extend this en- 
tire distance, and are of a very formidable 
cbaiacter, oi an average bight of fifteen feet, 
in front of these Is a ditch fifteen feet wide, 
and varying in depth from ten to twenty feet 
in different places. At points where it was 
thought likely attempts would be made to 
storm the works, the ditch has a false bottom 
— rails are driven Into the ground, with sharp 
pelnts sticking upward; over these is placed a 
layer of brush and undergrowth, so as to give 
it tbe appearance of a solid foundation. The 
storming parly jump into the ditch, mistakirg 
its appircnt for its real depth, and one-half ot 
the men are lacerated and mangled upon the 
treacherous o.keu bayonets concealed be- 
neath. The forts are strongly built. lu their 
construction a large number of cotton bales 
have been used, and cltiz .ns tell us that seine 
ol them are laced with railroad iron. 

Add to all th°se fac^s a simple statement of 
the topography of the couutry around Vicks- 
burg, and the arduous nature of the task be- 
fore Gen. Grant may be understood and ap- 
preciated. For tea miles in the rear of the 
city the tjt does not rest upoB a i Ingle acre 
of level ground. We have seen nothing but 
hill* and ravines since we crossed the Big 
Bi-ck river, and the neurtr we approach Vicks- 
burg the more impassable they become. The 
ro-ds over which we have had to pass are cut 
through hills lit tie less than one hundred feet 
high in some places. They are co narrow as 
to admit of but one file of w.-gons passing at a 
time. The rebel artillery, at first, bore di- 
rectly upon the main road on which our army 
advanced toward their works and harassed us 
considerably, until paitially silenced by oar 
in'antry. Wc succeeded, notwithstanding the 
mi>ny disadvantages wh cu surrounded u , in 
getting exactly the pesiiiocs our Generals 
wanted for th:: "commencement of hostilities. 
But while doing so I could not help 
thinking of wnat a planter said to 
me last winter, spcakirg of the probabili- 
ty of a movement in the rear of Vicks- 
burg and the impossibility of successful results 
from it. "You might as well try to climb trees 
with your artillery as to ge: them along tbe 
roa>:s in the neighborhood of Walnut Hills," 
said he, I luliy realized the truth ot his re- 
marks as I saw the difficulty with which guns 
were moved from place to place on the l'J»h. 
I doubt if any city m the South is as well cal- 
culated, by nature and art, for delense against 
an invading army as the defiant metropolis on 
the banks of the Mississippi. Once in posi- 
tion ou ihe hiils which surround trie south- 
western Gibraltar, it seems as if an army of 
five thousand men ought to check ihe ad- 
vance of lift jr thousand, If, indeed, it be not 
true, as one of our Geucrals said to-day, that 
five thousand men ought to do as mucn fight- 
ing as titty thousand, from the flilliculty of 
maneuvering, large bodies of troops ou such 
hills as we have here. 

The couutiy in which our army has to op- 
erate is all cleared and in an excellent slate ot 
cultivation.

TI1E UATTLE ON" Til 11 TWENTY-SECOND. 

Tie events of the tMt, 20.h, and 21st had 
wearied us a 1 at;d disappointed most of us. 
No army was ever more coutident of achiev- 
ing a glorious success than was ours of en- 

enug Vicksburg on the ltllh. So fully as- 
sured were we ot victory, that wc pcs.poned 

i from day to day. 

It became known, on the morning of the 
Hit, that at ten o'clock next morning the 
whole line of the enemy's works would be 
assaulted, and I did not hear of a single doubt 
being expressed ao to the result. M to storm 
the works is to take Vicksburg," was the uni- 
versal opinion among efliccrs and men. 

TUB ENEMY'S STRONGEST POINT. 

Gen. Grant was of the opinion that the key- 
to Vicksburg was in front of Gen. Mcpher- 
son's cori s, the center of the rebel lines. 
There are a number of forts there, the two 
principal ones ce-mmauding the road to Jack- 
son, and directly in the rear of Vicksburg 
ci'urtbouse. To silence the guns here several 
of cur best batteries were ordered into posi- 
tion — among them three Parrott guns, maimed 
aud officered by the Fir6t regulars. Bjtween 
our saarpiheotere and artillery we silenced 
the guns in thefcc foils, but, as we afterwards 
learned, that camigtd the rebels only a little. 
Our shells set lire to a number cf cotiou bales 
inside of Ihe; forts. 

Before two o'clock on the morning of the 
2,'d our artillery bad lired aud destroyed three 
tervice iinguziues in rebel foils — one ou the 
center aud two on the left. They were small 
irtairs, judging from theexplo.-ions which oc- 
curred. 

TUB ASSAULT ON THE CENTER. 

The assault was to have been made all along 
the lines tt ten o'clock a. m. The order wai 
not obeyed, I think, by a single division ot 
the army. At the uppointcd time our lines 
occupied exactly the position assigned them 
on tbe previous day, and up to eleven o'clock 
the skirmishers had not advanced, save those 
of one or two divisions. Oa the center, the 
tr&l and third brigades of Gen. Lcgan's divi 
sion, commanded by Generals John E. Smith 
aud John D. Sieveueon, advanced at about 
ha'f-past eleven o'clock. Two regiments ot 
Stevenson's brigade were proviied with 
scaling ladders forty feet long, but ha.l no op- 
portuuity lo use ihem, being driven back 
b. fore reaching the rifls-pits. Logan's in~u 
went forward bravely, but were met by over- 
wnelmiog numbers ot the intrenched foe. 
Hundreds of them Jumped into the ditches, 
but the number who reached the parapet wa> 
small. Nearly two companies rushed into 
the fort and wero captured. The flig 
ol the Seventh Missouri was planted 
on the parapet, after seven color- 
bearers had u eu shot down. Amid a terrific 
storm of bullets aud grape shot, the Third bri- 
gade held its grouEd uatil recalled by orders 
irom the proper sourev. Thty advanced, 
holding their fiie to pour into tne rifle-pits, 
after iheir ascent ol the parapet. The enemy 
gave them volley after volley as they ap- 
proached, sending terrible devastation among 
their ranks. Colonel Dollins, of the Eighty- 
flrst Illinois, was shot through ihe head while 
gallantly leading his regiment. He expired 
in a few moments, while exhorting bis men 
to push forward in the charge. The loss in 
Sieveaeon's brigade will reach nearly three 
hundred. The Thirty second Ohio, one of bis 
regiments, lost ten wounded and nine killed. 

To the left of Logan, in the center. General 
Quinby's division joined in the assault. L ke 
their brave comrades under Stevenson and 
Smith, their vslor and courage was great, but 
could not accomplish the Wvik assigned 
them. They were driven back with heavy 
loss. Colonel Boomer, of the Thiny-six^i 
Missouri, commanding the Second brigade o: 
this division, was killed on the field.

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THE A8SACLT ON THE LUT. 

On the left General McClernand commenced 
the assault earlier than any other command- 
er. The first advance was made by McCler- 
nand's center, General A. J. Smith's division, 
of two brigades, commanded by Colonel 
Landrum and General Burbridge. As early 
as eleven o'clock Landrum's men took a fort 
and were In actual possession of it. General 
Osterhaus, on their left, made a breach oa the 
south side of the works with his artillery 
There were two companies of rebel soldiers 
in it at the time — one of them ran away, and 
the other actually burrowed their way through 
the earth, to our men in front, and surrender 
ed as pilsoncra. Landrum, on obtaining pos- 
sesion of the fort, put a pioneer force a- work 
to throw up earthworks in the rear, so as to 
bring the gurs of the fort to bear noon 
the rebels. Iu constructing the lorfti 
lions, the rebels left the rear of a l 
the forts open, to give them an rj 
portunity to assail onr men, in the event • t 
i ur success in driving them ou . The 11 us 
of the 4S.h Ohio, 77m Illinois and 19 h K< n 
tucky floated from the Inner si ape ot the par- 
apet from haif past eleven o'clock A. m. u. nl 
lenr p. M. At the latter hour the rebels were 
e?en preparing for a charge to retake the tort. 
An entire brigade was aoout to be pitted 
against a few companies. Our men did not 
receive the support which had been promised 
t: ' in, and were compelled to fall back, leav- 
ing tne enemy again ia possession of the fort. 
Toe4b.h Ohio acquitted itselt very creditably 
in the affair. The conduct of iu officers and 
n.cn is highly spoken of. I inclose a list of 
the casualties of the regiment. Between 12 
and 1 o'clock the 1(5 h Indiana, after a despe- 
rate charge, kuccctd'd ia capturing a fort to

drum. They held it gallantly against a deter- 
mined assault, uulil relieved by the 4S.h In- 
diana, from whom it was taken by a surprise 
force of the enemy. 

The tightit g on the left was done by tho di 
visions of Generals Cur, Oiterbans and 
Smith, and was of a more desperate character 
and of longer duraMon than that upon the 
right or center. McClernand and his men 
performed their part with energy and deter- 
mination, but were unable to dislodge the en 
emy from his works, save temporarily in the 
instances I have mentioned. During the af- 
ternoon General Grant received a dispatch 
from McClernand to the effect that he bad 
taken three forts, and would be in possession 
of tbe city soon, if immediately re-enforced. 
McArthur's division, of McPherson's corps, 
was sent to his assistance, and, if I mistake 
not, two brigades of another division. But 
McClernand did not take Vicksburg. 

ON TOE RIGHT. 

The assault on the right was commenced 
soon after ten o'chek, by Gen. Thayers' bri- 
gade, of Steele's division, consisting of the 
Ninth, Fourth, Twenty-sixth, and Thirtieth 
Iowa regiments. Tbe men of this command 
marched forward heroically under the leader- 
ship of Thayer. The assault was made by 
them at a terrible cost, but the promised suc- 
cor did not arrive, and the priza had to be 
abandoned when it could have been saved had 
an equal spirit of courage 
displayed by those 
expected. 

Uen. Bla'r, on the left of the right wing, 
moved his men forward for the bloody work 
soon after its commencement by Steele. A 
volunteer stormicg party of one bun a red and 
fifty men— ten from each regiment in the 
division— went up to the enemy's works, 
crossed the ditch, and climbed the parapet. 
The rebels were, lor a time, afraid to show 
their heads above the rill -pita long enough at 
a time to fire at this Utile band of valiant sol- 
diers. 

The storming party looked in vain for the 
support which had been promisee* it. The 
brigade which had been ordered to follow it, 
hesitated. Finally, all but one of the hundred 
aud fifty got discouraged, and sought the 
shelter of a deep ra viae. William Trogden, a 
private of company B, Eighth Missouri, re- 
fused to retrace a single step. He was color- 
bearer of the storming party. When his com- 
rades left him ha dug a hole in the ground 
with his bayonet, planted his flag-staff in it, 
within twenty yards of the enemy's r, He-pits, 
and sat down by the side- of his banner, where 
he remained all d ty. Blair's men finally made 
a charge, but were repulsed with terrible loss. 

General Tuttle's division jaiued i a the as- 
sault on the right, but shared the fate which 
befell the others — was repulsed. 

THE RESULT. 

I have attempted no lengthened de- 
scription of the carnage near Vicktburg ou 
the "^id, for the reason that nothing occurred 
duiiug the day a description of wnich would 
be more interesting because more detailed. It 
was nothing more than a single charge of the 
enemy's works, which should have been si- 
multaneous, but was not. It was unsucccss 
ful acd diastrous, whether from bad manage- 
ment or disobedieccc of orders on the pan of 
those to whom high commands were en- 
trusted, or from the dreadful character ot tbe 
woik to be performed, I will not attempt to 
decide. There appeals to have been a want 
of co operation between subordinate and su- 
perior < fllcers and command-. Storming par- 
lies went gallantly forward, but were left to 
peiish for want of support. Re-giments and 
brigades advanced nobly, but only to be dis- 
appointed in their expectations of receiving 
success and he lp. 

The result of the battle has been disastrous 
to us In the loss of nearly two thousand brave 
meu. We have lost no ground, and the army 
is not demoralized by its recent failure to 
tako the strongest fortifi.d position in the 
South. The rebels, no doubt, letl encouraged 
by their succefs In keeping us lrom their 
works, and this feeling may operate against us 
in dispelling the gloom aud tie spondcr.cy 
which could not but prevail in an army routed 
for the fifth successive time, as the rebels 
were at B.g Black river. 

OUR LOSS. 

A correct estimate of our Io6s on the 22J 
will place the figures at 2,500 killed and 
wounded. It is impossible to g-t au accurate 
statement so soon alter the engagement. I 
find a disposition on the part of every com- 
mand to exaggerate. At several division hos- 
pitals 1 heard yesterday of a thousand killed 
and wounded, when less than two hundred 
would cover their loss. Our loss on the *J2,l 
was much less than at Champion Hill, on the 
loih, but includes a large number of field and 
company officers, from the fact that the 
rebels at Vicksburg had a chance to "pick 
their men," which they did not have to such 
an extent on the 10th, when they had to meet 
us on more equal terms. Under cover of a 
breastwork there was nothing to hinder the 
rebels from selecting the leaders of our in- 
fantry columns as they marched up in the face 
of their deadly tire. 

The rebel loss was trifling; how much I can 
not say, but probably less than one-fourth of 
ours. Two companies of the 8eventh Mis- 
souri were taken prisoners. This includes all 
of our captured, I believe, except those of our 
wounded who fell into their hands on the for- 
tlflc.itions. 

Charleston and Vicinity.— The Port 
Royal correspondent of the Philadelphia In- 
quirer, under date of May IS, says : 

Althoug ', as yet, nothing startling has been 
done during the" past ten days, still our forces 
have by no means b?en idle. Steadily and 
with a will have they erected defensive forti- 
fication'* on Folly island, until it has become 
a position of impregnability and a safe has*; of 
operations. E-pocially have strong fortitie i- 
lions been built upon the Northern end of 
the Island, which is separated from Morris 
island by an inlet. We have mounted guns 
on these fortifications which command, to a 
certain degree, some of the rebel work?, but 
as yet we have commented no offensive de- 
monstration?. Ne'thtr have the rebels been 
idle, but they, a'so, no doubt anticipating our 
designs aeainst Morris island, have been 
making their position stronger tvtry day, 
and erecting heavy batteries on the lower etd 
of this island parallel to and opposite our own. 
They, as yet, have evinced no desire to open 
the ball. 

I do not think that the present quiet will 
continue much longer, but that there will soon 
be active operations of 9ome kind— either a 
reconnolssance In force or a preliminary 
expedition against points concerning which 
we desire information in reference to the rebel 
forces and their disposition. The rebels will 
not probably rifk a visit to Foily island. 

Coles' Island, also in our possession, is near 
FoUy Island, lying further inwarcL Upon this 
island we have rejuvenated batteries which 
we erected last vear, and find them sufficlent- 
y strong to hold the position. We alBO hold 
Kiawan island, which is opposite Folly Island, 
on the other side of Stono Inlet. 

The gunboats Pawnee and McDonongh are 
lying like two great bull-dogs, waiting tor an 
opportunity to make a da*h upon any rebel 
reconnoitering parties upon any of the ad- 
joining Islands. The Leegreeville battery has 
no compliments for them. 

A*, the entrance of North Edato inlet ( which 
is about |ten miles south of Stono inlet), and 
commanding Its harbor, we occupy la force 
Seabrook Island. 

We are also in possession cf Botany Bay is- 
land, which is a small island laying inward of 
Seabrook and of Edisto Uland. Tne rebels have 
cavalry pickets on the mainland to watch our 
movements. Sometimes these pickets fire 
noon ours, but lately they seem to be satis- 
fied merely with observations. 

The number of our forces Is sufficiently 
I nge to hold these pi ices with ease. Our iron- 
clads are still in North Ed : s*.o inlet, ready for 
any expedition or trial of their strength. The 
new Ironsides is still off Charleston bar, aid- 
in g in the blockade ol

The Alabama's Ravages — Among the large 
batch ot European news published to-day the 
reader will not fall to observe the effect which 
is being produced on the English mind by the 
Alabama's ravages. Nearly a week ago we 
annouueed the loss cf some half a dozen 
American vessels, tbe most valuable of which 
were the Charles Hill, the Nora, and the Lou- 
isa Hatch. The aggregate valuation of these 
was put at $180,000. It is now shown that the 
cargoes — estimated at precisely the same 
amount— contisted entirely of British prop- 
erty, "consigned by Englishmen to English- 
men." The two countries are therefore about 
equal snffjrers from the lawless depredations 
ot that English-built scourge of the seas. The 
el! ct of this news will be magical. Loud de- 
n inds have been made upon the Government 
to pnt a stop to these ravages; and it is 
ib -ugbt, says tbe latest dispatch, that "our 
(j ,v eminent" will interfere to the great disap- 
pointment of Captain Semmes. The cry of 
American merchants was allowed to pass un- 
heeded; bat now that It arises from British 
traders a different result may be anticipated. 
Seldom bas retribution trodden so closely ou 
the heels of wrong as in this case; never, let 
ub hope, will the latter be followed by a more 
sincere lepontance and lasting reformation.

Pembina, May 14. 

Little Crow and his band of murderers, or 
thirty lodges, are unquestionably at St. Joseph. 
Three hundred Sionx warriors are daily ex- 
pected to meet him there. Nearly two thou- 
sand Sioux lodges are to be seen on the Grand 
Coteau, within a few days' travel of 8t. Joseph. 
The Crccs, Assiniboines, Chippewas from Red 
Lake, Rainy Lake, Woods Lake, Ac, are all 
coming. The Pembina and St. Joseph Chip 
pewas are now-a-days asking nothirg of the 
settler. That extraordinary courtesy on the'r 
part force* us to the belief that they are only 
wailing for their day of general pillaging, that 
b ?oon to come. 

These settlements are terribly, and, I think, 
justly scared. Before many days pass yon 
will likely hear that Pembina and St. Joseph 
have been the theater of the greatest disasters 
ever put on record. Families are dally leav- 
ing St. Joseph, and to such an alarming ex- 
tent, that the half breeds' Chief, Mr. Wilkey, 
requested ihem (the remaining ones) last 
Sunday, not to leave that way, that they had 
"tetter have some frcueral understanding and 
leave all at once. Captain Hilbrand, in charge 
of a little trading-post, owned by the Hudson 
Bay Company, situate just across the frontier, 
talked yfsterday, in my presence, abont leav- 
ing altogether, removing, and carrying with 
him ail that is valuable. 

Father left this place yesterday to so 

to St. Joseph, to acquaint himself with all 
tteii and circumstanas, and to advise the half 
breeds to desert and abandon entire y the 
settlement. No wender if that turns out to 
be the case, for we are left without protection, 
arms, or ammunition. My family are here 
now, but I shall scon be compelled to send 
them ng.'.in, provided time is allowed, to a safe 
plac. If it was safe I wonld send them to St. 
Paul, but now I cotsider all roads very unsafe. 

Our Red river trade is lost, our reads left 
unprotected, and we are within half a day's 
travel of Little Crow and his band of murder- 
ers. Yet all that is to weigh nothing. I feel 
sorry, indeed, that the Sionx are coming this 
way at all, for if they were not in this section 
of country either Gen* ral Cook's or General 
Sibley's expedition would come this way and 
thereby afford us protection against other 
bands of lawless Indians, for I think their tac- 
tics are to go where they will be sure of not 
meeting the bulk of the Sioux, and evade any 
generalengagement with them. 

Little Crow is at St. Joseph now, boasting 
of having killed many Amer.cans, and having 
many more to kill. Gen. Sibley kept, I think, 
sixteen scouts last winter at Uncle Sam's ex- 
pense, running over the country for the pur- 
pose of keeping himself posted with Little 
Crow's movements, so as to know where to go 
not to meet him. These two humbugs, no I 
am mistaken, expeditions, are to ply— one on 
the Minnesota river and the other on the 
Missouri — so I learn by late papers of St. 
Paul; and Little Crow is at Si. Joseph, and 
w ill have thousands of Sionx there with him, 
assembled before this letter reaches you. It 
t. ii. Sibley hss any doubt of Little Crow 
being at St. Joseph, let him come alone, and 
1 will go with him to St. Joseph and give him 
an introduction to the chief or murderers. 

fWA correspondent writing from Nash- 
ville thus relates a remarkable case: 

If tbe spontaneous malignity ot this horri- 
ble rebellion is ever fully written, it will sur- 
pass that of the darkest ages cf savage bar- 
barism. 

Take this one example: While the regi- 
ment to which young Vance belonged was 
scouting near Tay lorsville, Tenn., he and a 
companion were uken prisoners. During the 
next twenty-fonr hours their captors treated 
them kindly. They neither heard aor 6aw 
anything to lead them to suspect that any dif- 
ferent treatment was in store for them till 
they came within a mile or two of Lebanon. 
Here the rebels wished to be free from the 
care of their prisoners. They therefore tied 
them to a tree. A Captain French, of the 
rebel army, objected to the plan of leaving 
them Ihns pinioned, and at once coolly and 
calmly drew his revolver and fired three shots 
through the head of each as they were pin- 
ioned to the trees. His companion was at 
once dispatched; but as Vance was unfas- 
tened he fell forward ou his face, acd another 
of the rebel band named Cartright, tired the 
fourth shot through the victim's head. 

Var.cc assures me that he did not at any 
lime lose his consciousness. He beard all 
they said, and knew all they did. Here he lay 
twenty-six hours, during the 4.h and 5ih of 
April, w hen he was discovered by some of onr 
troops and brought into camp and had hi3 
wounds drtsscd uv a Surgeon of one of the 
Ohio regiments. It 
till thirty-two 
These are the 
the wonndr: 

They were inflicted by the large revolver 
used by onr cavalry, acd the culd-blooded 
murdereis flred within a yard of the pinioned 
victim's head. 

The first shot took effect abou', an inch back 
and below the right cheek-bone, and came out 
on the opposite side, about the same distance 
from the left cheek-bone. 

The second ball entered abont an inch and a 
half below, and a little nearer the ear than tbe 
first, and passing through in the same line ol 
ihe first-breaking the ja ws and loosening the 
teeth. 

The third entered the neck jnst below and 
in a line vertical to the lower tip ol the ear. 
This lodged in the opposite side of the neck, 
from whence the surgeon removed It. 

The fourth— the one that had been inflicted 
by Cartw right, after he had been thrown on 
his face — entered back of his ear, about the 
center of combaliveness, and escaped through 
his left eyes — completely destroying it. 

And yet John W. Vance lives and looks 
well and hearty. He is an intelligent, tine 
looking young man, just, arrived at hts major- 
ity. I sat. half an honr. on the adjoining 
cot, aad ceroversed with him and examined 
his wounds while he was eating his dinner; 
and he ate with the relish of a man who loves 
life and desires to prolong it.

Invalid Coitrs.— The invalid corps to b 
orgauiz d under General Order No. luo of th 
War Department is to consist of companies 
aad if hereafter thought best, ot battalions. 

The companies ure to be undo of three 
clashes of seddiers: 

1-t. Officers and enlisted men of commands now 
in the Held (whether actually present or tetnporar 
absent), who, from wounds received in action, or 
disease contracted in the line of duty, are unfit for 
field service, but are still capable of effective gar- 
ri*on duty, or such other light duty as may be re- 
quired of an invalid corps. These are to be a>cer 
la i ued by rolls, which regimental commanders art 
required to make out and tran«mit to the l'rovos 
Marshal General of the United States. 

2d Officers and enlisted men still in service am 
borne on the rolls, but who are absent from duty 
la hospitals or convalescent camps, or are otbc 
wise under the control of medical officers. Thc^ 
are to be ascertained by rolis prepared by the me< 
led officer in attendance, and sent with the certifi- 
cate of the surgeon, duly signed to the proper reg- 
imental commander, to be by h ; in properly for- 
warded. 

8d. Officer* and enlisted men who have been 
honorably discharged on account of wounds or 
di ease contracted iu the line of duty, and who 
desire to re-enter the service. 

lirJividuals of this class must make pereonal ap- 
pl cation to be admitted into the corps. 

An officer desiring appointment must make ap- 
plication to the 1'rovost Marshal Ocneral of the 
United States, throngh the Acting Assistant Pro- 
vost Marshal Omm of the state, accompanied 
with the certificate of the Surgeon of the Board of 
Enrollment for the district iu which he resides, 
that hu is unfit for aetlv.- field duty on account of 
u i uiuls or di.-ea»e, aud is not liaole to a raft, but 
is fit for garrison duty; ulso, with evidence of hon- 
orable discharge on acconut of wounds or disabil 
ity contracted in the line of duty; also, with re- 
comrucmlations from the Regimental Brigade and 
I>ivisiou uo ninanders under whom he formerly 
served, that he ia worthy of being thus provided 
for, and capable of returning adequate service to 
the government; or, if it be impracticable to ob- 
tain these recommendations, he may satisfy the 
Board of Enrollment that he is deserving, and pre- 
sent its certificate of the iact. 

An enlisted man honorably discharged on account 
of disability, desiring to re-enlist in Ura corps, 
will present himself to the Board of Enrollment 
for the district in which he resides, when the sur- 
geon of the Board will examine him. If the 
Board of Enrollment ia satisfied that the applicant 
is mint for service- in the field— ia fit for garrison 
duty— is meritorious and deserving, and was hon- 
orably discharged from the service, a certificate 
will be givcu him to that effect.
